President’s  Council  Subcommittee 
on  Resource  Planning  named 


John  H.  Sword,  the  Acting  President,  has 
established  on  the  advice  of  the  President’s 
Council  a subcommittee  of  that  council 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Robin  Ross,  Vice- 
President  and  Registrar.  The  terms  of 
reference  are: 

( 1 ) To  establish  and  maintain  a classi- 
fied inventory  of  space  and  facihties. 

(2)  To  investigate  the  efficiency  of  the 
University’s  use  of  the  space  it  now  has, 
including  the  possibilities  of  improving  such 
efficiency  by  suitable  renovation  and  re- 
scheduling of  uses. 

(3)  To  investigate  the  availability  of 
additional  space  for  each  of  the  next  five  or 
six  academic  years, 

( a ) in  major  buildings  already  begun, 

(b)  in  major  buildings  being  planned, 
and 

(c)  in  other  locations  that  might  be 
acquired. 

(4)  To  consider  the  forecasts  of  funds 
available  for  additional  staff,  space  and 
facilities  for  the  next  five  or  six  years: 

( a ) under  the  operating  grants  formula, 

( b ) through  the  present  arrangements 
with  the  Ontario  Universities  Capi- 
tal Aid  Corporation  and  under  any 
formula  for  capital  grants  that  may 
be  established  by  the  Provincial 
Government,  and 

( c ) from  other  sources, 

and  to  make  reports  thereon  to  the  Presi- 
dent’s Council. 

(5)  To  study  the  stated  objectives  of  the 
teaching  and  service  divisions  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  relation  to  the  resources  likely  to 
be  available  during  the  same  period  of 
years,  and  to  recommend  to  the  President’s 
Council  priorities  in  the  allocation  of  re- 
sources; such  study  to  be  in  general  terms 
as  among  the  major  divisions,  not  reaching 
down  into  the  detailed  treatment  of  depart- 
ments within  a faculty;  such  recommenda- 
tions to  include  limitations  of  enrolment  in 
specific  areas  if  and  when  necessary. 

(6)  To  keep  under  review  the  general 
social  climate  and  the  needs  that  may  arise 
in  areas  of  major  social  importance,  and  to 
make  recommendations  to  the  President’s 
Council  on  changes  or  new  developments  in 
the  structure  of  the  University  to  meet  such 
needs. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Resource  Planning 
will  meet  at  least  monthly  throughout  the 
academic  year,  generally  on  the  third 


Wednesday  of  the  month,  and  will  report 
regularly  to  the  President’s  Council.  The

October,  November  meetings 

In  pursuance  of  its  desire  to  hear  directly 
about  the  situation  of  various  parts  of  the 
University,  the  President’s  Council  invited 
Dean  Sisam  to  its  October  meeting,  and 
discussed  with  him  at  considerable  length 
the  future  plans  and  current  problems  of 
the  Faculty  of  Forestry.  The  Council  sub- 
sequently referred  the  matter  to  its  Subcom- 
mittee on  Resource  Planning. 

The  Council  was  informed  that  the 
presidents  of  the  Ontario  universities  had 
decided  that  at  the  September  meeting  of 
the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  Universities 
of  Ontario,  each  president  should  be  accom- 
panied by  an  academic  colleague.  The  Act- 
ing President,  Mr.  Sword,  with  the 
concurrence  of  all  the  elected  members  of 
the  Council,  had  invited  Professor  Kenneth 
McNeill  to  that  meeting.  The  Council  recom- 
mended that— given  the  approval  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Association  of  the  Teaching 
Staff,  and  pending  any  formal  restructuring

Sucking  Flies  in  Relation  to  Transmission 
of  Parasites”.
